PACKING HOUSE FIRE. 

Immense Damage Done to the Big 
Hammond Works. 

Chicago, His., Oct. 23.— Fire attacked 
the packing houses of G. II. Ilommond 
at Hammond, Inch, tonight ami within 
an hour gained such headway that the 
destruction of the plant was feared. The 
Hammond lire department and the pri- 
vate lire lighting company of the pack- 
ing company were unable to cope witn 
the Barnes, and an emergency call was 
sent to Chicago and South Chicago. 
Four engines from the Chicago depart- 
ment were loaded upon a special train 
and hurried over cleared tracks to the 
burning district. Aid was also sent 
from South Chicago. The fire began at 
the south end or tho plant in an old 
framo house used as the beef killing 
department. In an hour the car shops, 
oiling room, beef killing department and 
tho blacksmith shops were destroyed. It 
then seemed the lire had burned itself 
out, but in a few minutes the four story- 
brick building containing the cooliug 
rooms, one of the company's largest 
buildings of the plant was burning. The 
loss is estimated at $400,000. The pack- 
ing company's plant covers 15 acres. 
Eighteen hundred men are employed in 
the cooling department. 

The fire whs got under control at 11 :30 
o'clock after four departments had been 
destroyed. The loss is $500,000.

Prevents Train Robbers From 
Securing the Contents of 
Express Car. 

The Southern Pacific Overland 
Held Up Near Eugene, 
Oregon. 



Charles Holds Desperadoes at 
Bay Despite Dynamite and 
Bullets. 



Eugene, Ore., Oct. 23.— ^The north- 
bound Southern Pacific overland ex- 
press due here at 3.-12 a. m., was hold- 
up by robbers near Walker's station, 15 
miles smith of here at ,'i o'clock this 
morning, and the express car badly 
damaged, but the robbers secured little 
booty. Two men boarded the train at 
Cottage drove as the train pulled out. 
After passing Walkers, which is four 
miles from Cottage Grove, they climbed 
nver the tinder and covered Engineer 
Kurt Lucas and the fireman, and his 
helper with revolvers. The robbers or- 
dered the train stopped, after which 
the fireman and helper were compelled 
to uncouple the train between the ex- 
press car aud the first coach. Engi- 
neer Lucas was then ordered to pull 
ahead, the fireman and helper being 
left behind. Alter going a short dis- 
tance the train was stopped and the 
robbers proceeded to the express car, 
taking with them the engineer. The ex- 
press ear was blown open with dynamite 
and Express Messenger Charles was or- 
dered out, but he refused to go and with 
his shot gun commanded the situation 
inside the car. The robbers told him 
to come out or he would be blown up 
with the car, but he replied "blow 
ahead." 

A fusilndo of bullets followed riddling 
the car, but the messenger who was un- 
injured kept up a continuous lire from 
the inside, which held Ihe robbers nt 
bay. The charge of dynamite was 
thrown into the car with a burning fuse, 
but Charles grabbed it and threw it 
outside where it exploded. Next 'The 
robbers compelled the engineer to crawl 
up in the opening inside of the car hop- 
ing to use him as a protection from the 
messenger's shots, but the messenger 
kept up 11 steady lire over the engi- 
neer's heed and still held tho robbers 
at bay. The robbers then gave up their 
efforts to secure the express treasure, 
and went for the mail. They secured 
the registered mail, then cut the engine 
front the rest of the tram and ordered 
Engineer Lucas to pull ahead. They 
ran to Judkins Point on the outskirts of 
Eugene, where they disembarked and 
ordered the engineer to return and get 
bis train. The train arrived hero at 
7:30, four hours late. 

The train arrived here this afternoon. 
The express car is badly shattered, but 
it was brought in with the train. 

'The first indication I had of any- 
thing wrong," said C. F. Charles, the 
express messenger, "was when the train 
began to slow up near Walkers station. 
It was 2:45 o'clock, shortly after thai 
the train came to a standstill, and I 
was ordered to open the door. 1 made 
no response, aud was given a salute with 
dynamite. The first charge blew open 
one of the doors and knocked me down. 
My overalls were blown into shreds and 
my legs scratched somewhat, but other- 
wise 1 was unhurt. Further com- 
mands In open up and threats followed, 
but without avail. I made no reply, 
knowing that the object of the robbers 
was to locate me in the car, aud then 
try to put me out of the way. I changed 
my station to the other end of the car. 
A second shot blew open the door at 
the other end of the car. The third shot 
failed to go off as 1 bad removed my 
shoes and walked over to the dynamite 
ami detach. -il the fuse. Two more shots 

exploded h of them blowine n hole 

in the floor of the car. Of the other 
shots, two failed to explode and one I 
prevented from exploding by removing 
flic fuse. All efforts to compel nie to 
open lip or leave Ihe cor failing, 'the 
engineer was seal in through the open- 
ing blown into the side. I ordered him 
to pet out, and fired a s'm' over hi* 
head with my shot gun. The entire 
ceremony Insted nliont 40 minutes. The 
engineer retired after I fired the shot 
unil ordered him to leave, and I was not 
molested further."

The Duke and Duchess Express 
Themselves Delighted With 
Display of Shipping. 



St. John's, Nlld., Oct. 23.— The Royal 
yacht Opbir, having on board the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York, 
convoyed by four British cruisers, ar- 
rived here at daylight this morning. The 
city was profusely decorated, and over 
000 fishing vessels had assembled in 
these waters, all^lecorated with bunting. 

People from the warships say the 
marine prospect was one of the finest 
witnessed throughout the tour of the 
Duke and Duchess. The fleet arrived 
here ahead of time, allowance having 
been made for foggy weather, which 
was not encountered. There is no pro- 
gramme for the day. but the Duke this 
evening will gtve a dinner to the gov- 
ernor, Sir Cavendish Boyle, nnd the 
state dignitaries, on board tho Ophir. 

The celebration tonight was exceed- 
ingly brilliant. The weather was clear 
and the town fairly blazed with illumina- 
tion, and fireworks. The Ophir, Cres- 
cent, Diadem, Niobe, Prosparino and 
Chrybdis were electrically lighted. Fif- 
teen .sealing steamers moored in a long 
line showed festoons of lanterns while 
5(10 fishing vessels were similarly de- 
corated, making a veritable forest of 
twinkling lights spread over the whole 
harbor. 

From the hills surrounding the city 
sixty bonfires llamed. A thousand torch- 
bearers paraded the city, and then mass- 
ed near the wharf where the Ophir was 
moored. Five hundred fishing boats 
paraded the harbor lighted with lanterns. 

The Duke and Duchess expressed 
themselves its delighted and said the as- 
semblage of shipping in the port, with 
the abundant bunting, formed one of 
the finest displays they had witnessed 
during the tour.

At Pambujan, island of Saniar, all 
the buildings in the vicinity of the bar- 
racks were immediately razed, a new- 
ly made trench having been found bear- 
ing directly towards the quarters of the 
troops. Gen. Smith, on his arrival at 
iCalbayoga, island of iSamar, sent rein- 
forcements to Weyley. They found the 
garrison of that place, numbering 15 
men, besieged by over 100 bolomen. 

The United States transport Sumner 
leaves here tonight with 350 men of the 
Twelfth infantry. 

The cruiser New York was delayed by 
coaling and taking supplies on board, 
but she. left Manila last night with 330 
marines under Major Waller. There 
are 2,000 troops in the island of 'Saniar. 

Gen. Chaffee does not anticipate any 
further disasters. He considers that 
there is no cause for alarm. The gar- 
risons have been increased and every 
precaution has been 'token to prevent 
another surprise like tne one at Balan- 
giga. ' . , . 

The Ceniral Filipino committee has is- 
sued a proclamation confirming Mala- 
bar as the successor of Aguinalilo._ Co- 
pies of the document have been widely 
circulated.

Popularity of Chinese Minister at Wash- 
ington Causes Jealousy. 

Pekin, Oct. 23. — There is strong op- 
position among conservative Chinese of- 
ficials to Wu Ting Fong. Chinese min- 
ister at Washington, retaining 'a foreign 
mission. Those who fcike this view con- 
sider that his popularity abroad is a 
proof 'that he is not sufficiently loyal to 
the interests of China. It is probable 
that he will be recalled nnd given a 
position on the new board of foreign af- 
fairs, where his linguistic and legal at- 
tainments may be utilized under the 
eye of the government. 

Li Hung Chang and Prince Chiug con- 
tinue to deal jointly with the questions 
currently submitted' by the ministers of 
the powers. They still sign themselves 
as plenipotentiaries, although il. was 
supposed by the foreign envoys that, 
their duties in thai capacity ended with 
the delivery of the indemnity bonds. 
They are holding the ministers of the 
powers to a more strict enforcement of 
tin- treaty stipulations requiring foreign- 
ers to give notice of an intention to go 
into the interior in order to afford op- 
portunity for making protective arrange- 
ments. This stipulation had been large- 
ly ignored of Into years, and its revival 
and vigorous enforcemen'1 -would chiefly 
hamper the missionaries. 

W EST.\ 1 ! N ST E R SYNOD. 

Encouraging Reports Given of Progress 
of Mission Work. 

Vancouver, Oct. 23. — The synod of 
New Westminster is in session in Van- 
couver. Rev. II. .1. Underbill preach- 
ed the special sermon, and the bishop's 
address was very interesting. He gave 
details of his administrations and was 
loudly applauded tit its conclusion. 

The archdeacon's report of the work 
of the diocese was read. The executive- 
presented a hopeful and encouraging re- 
port, referring to the Indian mission 
work, industrial school, Chinese mis- 
sion work, widow and orphans' fund and 
superannuation fund. Rev. Mr. Tuck- 
er presented an interesting report. of his 
visit to Montreal.

View of a Logger on the Present Conditions 
In British Columbia. 

Vancouver, Oct. 23.— (Special.) — Wry 
large shipments of cedar logs are being 
made to I'uget Sound. A logger staled in 
an Interview with the Colonist representa- 
tive today and In the past live months 
eight million feel of cedar logs had been 
exported to the Sound, so that the total 
export U> the Sound amounted to ahoul 
20,000,000 feet a year. This was not a 
heavy export, but It brought to tlie govern- 
ment a handsome revenue In addition to 
the revenue derived from the royalty on 
logs used In the province. 

ii has been stated that In exporting cedar 
logs to the United States thai 11 was only 
a temporary benefit to be followed by dis- 
aster, as It was depleting the Canadian 
limits to tlie advantage of the United 
States shingle mills, who manufactured 
British Columbia cedar Into shingles and 
competed with the Canadians In their owu 
market. In tlie llrst place the British Col- 
umbia shingle mills arc working night and 
day In a vain attempt to till all orders nn 
hand, and thcv arc getting good prices nt 
that. Again, 20,000,000 feet of cedar a 
year exported to the Sound Is a very slow 
process of depletion, especially when It Is 
taken Info consideration that fully 30 per 
cent of the cedar sold In the Sound cannot 
be sold In British Columbia owing to Its 
Inferiority, and another ten per cent dif- 
ference accrues to the benellt of the Brit- 
ish Columbia logger who ships to the other 
side, from the fact that on the Sound the 
Doyle system of scaling Is used Instead of 
the British Columbia system. The I'uget 
Sound mills buy the whole log at a un'form 
price per thousand feet. The lirltlsb Col- 
umbia mills will only buy the best parts 
of the log. "It is a mistaken Idea." said 
the logger, "that I'uget Sound mills are 
buying In British Columbia because tin; 
I'uget Sound cedar Is exhausted. There Is 
plenty of cedar on the Sound, hut it Is held 
by a combine, and certain small concerns 
cannot get It. They are crowded nut, and 
must get their cedar In Itrltish Columbia, 
and It is these outside tlrnis that have cre- 
ated the market for the cedar In Ibis prov- 
ince. These mills must have our cedar, ami 
It behooves the authorities not to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg."

BAKING JACK'S BISCUITS. 

Huge Establishment to 'Supply the Brit- 
ish Fleet. 

Speaking of tho bakery at the Royal 
William Victualling Yard, Plymouth, a 
writer in the "Navy nml Army Illustrat- 
ed," says it is capable o'f producing bis- 
cuit for a great licet. There is always 
a reserve force in these establishments 
and the ordinary reserve stocks are main- 
tained by a small number of "bakes" in 
the year. The system that exists is very 
similar to that at Deptford and Gosport. 
the grain and flour being subjected to 
very little handling. There are thirty- 
four pairs of millstones, which will grind 
over a thousand bushels of corn in ten 
hours, and the mixing, kneading, rolling 
and cutting of the materials and the bak- 
ing of the biscuit are conducted with 
great rapidity and with the final ac- 
complishment of skill. As a matter of 
filet the ovens are callable of converting 
something like ninety sacks of Hour in- 
to biscuits daily, and if they were con- 
stantly in use would supply not only one 
fleet, but several. It is tlie custom to 
bake half yearly for the keeping up ,,f 
the required stock, hut on special occa- 
ions extra demands are made, ami fj ie 
ovens are called into requisition for the 
occasion.

Capt Troup Expected Home- 
Fog Continues to Delay 
Shipping 



Yesterday was a quiet one on the 
■Waterfront. There was but one arrival 
from die sea, the iship Santa, which left 
Honolulu on October t! in ballast, to 
load salmon on the Praser river for Liv- 
erpool, and but one departure for the 
deep sea, the ship Oomberniere, which, 
laden with a heavy .salmon cargo from 
the Eraser, was towed to sea by the tug 
Iconic. 'The Btenmer* Queen City did not 
got away on her voyage to tlie West 
Coast until yesterday morning, when she 
sailed at 10 "o'clock, after the fog lifted a 
little, carrying her large freight, and 
many passengers, both saloon and on 
deck, for points along the Island const 
between Victoria and Cape Scott. 'She 
was delayed owing to the necessity of 
repairs to her gong attachments, and 
when these were completed the blanket 
of fog hail set in bo thick that naviga- 
tion was dangerous. Accordingly the 
steamer waited until yesterday morn- 
ing. The fog did not liTt from the har- 
bor and Roads until noon, and it prevail- 
ed all day in the Straits, the fog horn 
at Race rocks living kept tooting con- 
tinuously. During the morning the 
coastiug steamers gol into difficulties 
on one or two occasions while creeping 
cautiously through the fog. The ferry 
steamer Rosalie touched near Kohl's 

point, and remai 1 fast for half an 

hour, when she tloated without injury, 
and the steamer Thistle grazed near 
Tuzo rock, fortunately without injury. 

Towards i n the fog lifted from the 

harbor and around about port, and clear, 
bright weather prevailed, but outside the 
fog continues. In the north, according 
to recent advices, the fog also continues 
io make navigation dangerous, and the 
steamer Otter is in consequence making 
a slow down trip from Metlukatlah. to 
which port she took a lumber cargo. Tin 
steamer Danube is also making a long 
passage north, for when the steamer 
City of Seattle came down she passed 
tile Danube bound up off Dixon*« en- 
trance, a fact which goes to show that 
Capt. MeLeod is exercising precaution 
and sacrificing speed to safety. 

Work on the fleet being repaired at 
Esquimau continues to keep the ship- 
wrights busy until well on into the night. 
The repairs to the Horda are expected 
to be completed tonight or Friday morn- 
ing, when that vessel will leave the dry- 
dock and the steamer Crusader wiil en- 
ter 'tlie dock to lie cleaned and painted. 
After the work on her ends, and it is 
expected that but one or two days will 
lie necessary to complete it, tbe cruiser 
Phaeton will again be placed on the 
blocks to complete her repairs, which 
were proceeding when she left tlie dock 
to allow of the Horda being repaired. 
The steamer Amur left the ways yes- 
terday, and this morning the steamer 
Hating will be hauled out. 

The ship Santa, yesterday's arrival 
from the sea, was picked up off the Cape 
by the Paget Sound tug Tyee, and is 
anchored in tlie Royal Roads, whence 
she will be towed to the Praser. Tlie 
ship Clias. Cotesworth. at the outer 
wharf, will resume loading today, tlie 
R. P. Rithet having _ arrived yesterday 
with the salmon she was awaiting from 
the Praser. A shipment is also expected 
by the steamer Otter. 



COMING HOME. 


Capt. Troup of the C. P. N, Co. Due to 
Reach Vancouver Today. 

Capt. J. AT. Troup, manager of tlie 
C. P. X. Co., will arrive in Vancouver 
today from his. visit to the Atlantic 
coast, ami to the shipbuilding centres of 
the Eastern States, where he went in 
connection with the acquisition of 
steamers for the Victoria-Skagway, and 
Victoria-Vancouver routes. When in

THREATEN SUIT. 

Engineers of Garonne Resent Adverse 
Criticism and Revocation of 
License. 

According to their declarations, tlie en- 
gineers of tbe steamship Caroline do not 
intend to rest under Hho serious imputa- 
tions made against them in the decision 
of United States Inspectors Bryant and 
Cherry, says the Post-Intelligencer of 
October 23. One of their number stated 
last night that action would be at once 
taken along three separate lines to se- 
cure vindication. 

The first net ion. in which the com- 
plaint, it is said, will be filed today, will 
lie a civil suit against \V. .1. Bryant, in- 
spector of hulls, anil C. 0. Cherry, in- 
spector of boilers, for defamation of 
character. The prospective plaintiffs in 
this action are D. Croc, chief engineer;

Daniels, third assistant. Acting .is 
spokesman for the engineers, Mr. Sulli- 
van said last night: 

"Each of the four plaintiffs asks

SAFETY AT SKA. 

Unsuccessful Result of Competition for 
Anthony Pollock Memorial Prize. 

The second international enntest for 
the Anthony Pollock memorial prize, 
awarded for a device to increase safety 
at sea, has closed without any contest- 
ant winning the prize. The London 
shipping world says; "The result was 
such that the jury could not see their 
way to allot tin- prize to any of the ex- 
hibitors. For this exhibition it had been 
decided to limit the devices, tn be eligi- 
ble for a prize at the competition, to 
those fulfiling at least one of the follow- 
ing conditions, viz.: ID To prevent col- 
lisions at sea. (2) To save the ship in 
case of collision. (3) In case the ship 
is abandoned, to save the passengers 
and crew collectively. The programme 
for this year's competition informed 
competitors that experience had already 
condemned devices nv£ apparatus which 
could not be relied upon in case of ac- 
cident, owing to the limited number of 
the crew on merchant vessels, 'and also 
that the proposed apparatus and devices 
should not so encumber the decks as to 
seriously interfere with the vessel's 
character as a freight-earning imple- 
ment. It was therefore decided to ex- 
clude from the second competition all 
inventions which were simply improve- 
ments or modifications of npnjiauoes al- 
ready recognized as being insufficient for 
the purpose of saving tlie passengers an 1 
crew collectively: also rafts which had 
to be mounted or inflated at the time of 
accident, as well as hatch covers, deck 
bouses, etc., supposed to float automati- 
cally, on the sinking of the ship. 

"The second international competition 
was attended by inventors from all parts 
of the world, even India and China be- 
ing represented amongst the exhibits. 
The demonstration was held in one of 
the large custom house sheds on Qn.i.v 
de Marseille, in Havre, which was rich- 
ly decorated with flags and emblems, 
and otherwise well adapted fur its pur- 
pose. The list of competitors comprised 
120 French. 71 Germans. 2.H English- 
men (including inventors from the Brit- 
ish colonies and India), 1(1 American, 
and 01! inventors from other countries, 
making a total _m,iio fewer than '."IS ex- 
hibitors. The exposition was arranged 
under the auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Havre.** with the assist- 
ance of Cnpt. S. I>oehaille. head of the 
signal salvage station. 

"After n most careful examination of 
the exhibited plans and designs, ami a 
nrncficil demonstration ,,f the capabil- 
ities of the various lifehmts nnd rafts 
in the porf u>' Ilnvre, the eommitt'-e 
iinnninmnslv declared that they could 
not see their why to^illot the prize for 
any of tlie exhibited devices, although 
they admitted that several serious efforts 
had 1 a made by some of the exhibit- 
ors to increase the safety of life at sea."

From Westminster Review. ? 

t 



To employ other people to do our 
thinking for us is an insidious form of 
indolence. 

In many departments of life there is 
no alternative to this method of dealing 
with :i difficulty. If for example n steam- 
engine bus to be made or a limb cut off, 
or a fever diagnosed, the uuinstructed 
in ii n has no choice but to leave the per- 
formance, entirely to the expert in such 
matters. But there are a great number 
of subjects which, though often set aside 
as being the province of experts are 
proper for the exercise of our own in- 
dividual judgment. "Wi' cannot allow 
experts to be rulers of our conscience." 
When to torture or burn alive the body 
of a heretic was the accepted method of 
dealing witli his soul, he who ventured 
to question the right of the expert, the 
priest, to employ tins method was 
thought guilty of ignorant presumption. 
For such criticism tlie doubter was in 
those times made to pay dearly; fur the 
[lower and arrogance of tlie priestly ex- 
perts were so supreme as to brook no 
questioning of their teaching and author- 
ity. Km "the contention ol the minor- 
ity in one generation becomes the faith 
of the majority in the next.'' and those 
who questioned the method of the tor- 
turer, both in religious and in secular 
matters, have long since prevailed. Even 
the experts have changed their views as 
to the righteousness of their old method 
el dealing with independent thinkers. 
We have liberty in religious matters, 
and are allowed In call our souls our 
own without any danger of being made 
in suffer in the llesh for doing so. But 
the custom that lies upon us with so 
heavy a weigh; exposes us tn be the 
slaves of experts in other repartnien' s 
of opinion. Our ancestors submitted to 
be "blooded" as i; was then called, be- 
cause the professors of medicine had de- 
cided that this was an operation univers- 
ally necessary for the health in tic I 
spring of the year. Who could dare to 
counsel this practice now. when it ha; 
fallen alinosl as much into disrepute 
as has the burning of heretics'.' It would 
be interesting tn know by whom the 
practice of bleeding begun to be discred- 
ited: for reform dues not usually begin 
within but outside a profession; not 
among the experts, Ian among those who 
ore in a position to consider and eri'i- 
cise their methods. While cordially re- 
cognising the value of the heip that they 
give us. let us bear in mind that they, 
the experts are nut, and cannot be. in- 
fallible, and that, notably in medicine, 
which is more an art than a science, 
their methods are constantly changing. 
This, too. not because of new discoveries; 
but. as other fashions change, so do those 
in the healing art. 'When the experts 
in this or any other profession take us 
a little more than usual into their con- 
fidence and acknowledge themselves fall- 
ible, they inspire us with more respect 
for their attainments than when they 
pose as though they could not err. 

As with the expert in medicine, so with 
the scientist, he who follows science, 
fur its own sake, ami who is prone to; 
place it above all other things, and cer- 
tainly above charity and above morality. 
Cor if science (which often puffeth up) 
clashes with charity (which buildoth'upi 
or with morality, it is not science that 
gives way. 

"Some 1*00 years before Christ there 
were medical schools at Alexandria to 
which students resorted from all parts 
of the world, and in these schools were 
laboratories for performing experiments 
on human beings. Here two physicians 
alone dissected no fewer than six hun- 
dred men and women. They procured 
criminals out of prison by royal commis- 
sion, and, dissecting them alive, con- 
templated while they were yet breathing 
what nut ur<' had before concealed." 

History repeats itself. It will perhaps 
be new to some persons that a proposal 
was made not long since to resume the 
above cheerful and humane practice by 
a physician who brought in a bill in the 
Ohio legislature for thus "utilising" 
criminals. The bill, however, has not 
(yet) passed. That patients in hospitals 
are sometimes made the subjects of ut- 
terly unjustifiable and cruel experiments 
there is unhappily no doubt. We have 
the sorrowful proof of this in the state- 
incuts (made without shame) of experi- 
menters. One of these, on t he colli incut , 
owns to having "used" children in an 
"institute" because animals were too ex- 
pensive. Another, in a ease just report- 
ed, as having been judicially dealt with 
at Berlin, inoculated children with a 
loathsome disease fur purposes of experi- 
ment. That hospital pntients arc need- 
lessly operated on we cannot affirm in 
the absence of specific evidence, though 
it is a matter of common report that a 
resort tn the knife is far ton popular, 
lint that our friends the horse, the cat. 
the dog, and other animals are made to 
undergo atroiimis sufferings, in Pasteur 
instil nil- , and in physiological laborator- 
ies, in the cause of Iso-calledj science, 
'.\r loeni from the detailed descriptions 
given by the operators themselves when 
i hey publish statements for the informa- 
tion i.:' other scientists. The public at 
large do not seek tn study Ihese un- 
pleasant, nay, sickening records. Ami 
fni- tlieni. tic public, in the newspapers, 
statements of unorder ciituphxion are 
mane; sueli as that all SUcll sufferings 
are of a trilling nature; that experi- 
ments arc usually made with anaesthe- 
tics, etc., etc. Are experts such as these 
to b" taken as our guides as to what is 
needful, just and right I'm' the advance- 
ment of science'.' Must we not exercise 
our own judgment and nur own sense of 
right in considering these burning ques- 
tions: Alas! even the majority of the 
medical profession are content in lei their 
thinking he done for them by scientists 
and to be dominated by them. In spile 
of all tlie courage that medical men so 

often show on other 'anions, it is seen 

to fail them here. How then cn:i we, 
the public, when a debntenble mibiei r 
aiises. do otherwise than think I'm- our- 
selves, even though the subject seem, 
at first sight, to be one for experts ':', 
si lence to decide'.' To begin with, also, 
experts are very seldom agreed among 
themselves. Take for example, the qucfe 
tion of vaccination, whose advocates at d 
opponents can both lit seeuisl appeal tn 
statistics to support their own view. 
Who shall decide when doctors disagree? 
as they most certainly do on this subjee*. 
Under such circumstances the question 
must be settled by private judgnici. - , 
and by those who approach the subject 
with a desire tn form an intelligent opin- 
ion upon it. It must not be forgotten 
that persons of mature years, and oven 
the present generation, have been 
brought to look upon vaccination as a 
matter of course, and the vaccinator al- 
most as inevitable as the tax-collector. 
They are therefore prejudiced in its fav- 
our, and it is difficult for them to shake 
off this influence. 

It is a new idea to them that, after nil, 
the diminution in smallpox, of which 
they are aware, may possibly lie justly 
utt rib ut ed to the great improvement that 
has taken place of bite years in sanita- 
tion, mid in tlie food and general habits 
of the population. If they heard now 
for the first time of vaccination, they 
would probably be startled at the sug- 
gestion that they anil their children 
should receive injections of a diseased 
animal product, procured at the cost of 
prolonged animal suffering, to guard 
them against the possible attack of a 
rare disorder. But the practice has be- 
come so familiar — and was for a long 
wfliilc so unquestioned — that they do not 
trouble themselves to do the thinking 
about it, which they can easily get done 
for them. And so the experts who hap- 
pen in be t-i ii majority, get their way. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the re- 
fusal to form one's own opinion necess- 
arily argues humi'ity or diffidence. After 
all. in any case, private judgment is ex- 
ercised, if not in forming an opinion on 
tbe subject, itself, yet on the question 
us to whose opinion shall be taken.

Am! the person who claim* to have 
"nil open mind" and who in the same 
breath avers that lie "does not care to 
study the subject himself, but would 
rather hear the opinion of experts," is 
quite as likely to he guilty in this mat- 
ter a - one who has the habit of judging 
a question mi its merit* ami without pre- 
judice. It is Thought that ultimately 
moulds the form of human history. ()'' 
what enormous importance then is it that 
we should train ourselves individually to 
judge oi' wrong and right, of wisdom 
ami foolishness, in debated questions'.' 
Is it not merely indolence which induces 
us to give over our judgment and con- 
science to the rule of those whom we 
fondly call experts, but who are ton of- 
ten only blind guides'.' 

A notable instance of setting aside the 
would-be authority of the expert has 
been reported from the other side of the 
world. The government of Victoria con- 
fiscated and destroyed a consignment of 
"plague serum" brought to 'Melbourne 
from India by a medical man for the 
purpose of experimentation. 

All honor to that government for dar- 
ing to do their own thinking! 
Let us inquire of exports how 
to do a thing— not whether to 
do it. If we want t» "burgle" a 
house, or to perforin painful experiments 
on animals — including >Uie inoculating 
them with agonising diseases— no doubt 
it would be wise to learn of a burglar 
how to do the one and of a vivisector 
how to carry out the otlie- 

Bnt as lo the justification for either 
of these pursuits, and their righteousness 
is not our own conscience a better guide 
than the opinion of experts, of whom 
those pursuits are the cherished profes- 
sions and menus of living'.'

Not an Americanism But Still Used in 
England. 

The London correspondent of the 
Montreal Star says: 

"Doing chores" has eoino to be looked 
upon as such a peculiarly "American" 
phrase that it may surprise some Cana- 
dians to learn that it has its origin in 
this country.

The same term appears frequently af- 
terwards, anil yet at the present day it 
is entirely unknown in the neighborhood 
oi' Wickamford. Reference to other pri- 
vate documents show.-, ibis correspon- 
dent says, that there was a close connec- 
tion between the residents in the Severn 
Valley and New Knglnnd in the six- 
teenth eeiitury. According to other 
correspondents, the word "c hore" is still 
in use in many parts or the west coun- 
try. The "English Dialect Dictionary'' 
gives for Worcestershire, "When tliee'st 
done up alii tiie chores tlleo canst go." 
and fin- Wiltshire, 'tine good ehoor 

deserves tinoflier." The - 1 English 

form of the word two or three centuries 
ago was "char." Johnson's Dictionary 
gives ".-liar." ami lm quotes Shakes- 
peare, "The maid that milks and dues 
the meanest chars." I'or ( J'jiueester- 
shire people tn put "o" where "a" should 
be nn vice versa, is still general. An 
ill list ra live instate a is quoted in the 
Gloucestershire Glossnry, how a work- 
man came for a card to tie up a box with 
and for a cord to write the address on.

blow on the side of the head with the 
butt end of the ritle. giving him h's 
quietus, not. however, before he had 
tired, the bullet passing uncomfortably 
near to the gallant olliecr's head. Cap- 
tain Phillips then turned (he tables by 
securing the two Boers and marching 
them into camp.

WIDL IT PAY? 

Tlu> recent articles on railway mat- 
ters printed in those columns have not 
been intended to demonstrate anything 
but general propositions. Our object is 
to bring tinder tho notice of readers 
some facts, which they may, perhaps, in 
w«vy many cases bo already familiar 
•with, but which will lose nothing from 
being grouped together and stated suc- 
cinctly. In this article we intend to 
say something about the question asked 
above, and we would like it to be re- 
membered that we arc not now making 
any argument or proposing any specific 
line of action. This may be done later 
on. At present we are only marshalling 
the facts. 

For the purpose of this article, we will 
put the railway mileage of British Co- 
lumbia at 1,000 miles. It is somewhat 
more than this, lint a round figure lends 
itself belter than any other to tho esti- 
mate to lie presented. It will also he as- 
sumed that the mileage of the railways, 
the construction of which has been pro- 
posed, is 2,500 miles. It is somewhat 
more than this. It is not quite sixteen 
years since the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific was completed, aud since 
that date additions have been made 
more or less steadily to the railway 
mileage within the province. Fifteen 
years ago we had 525 miles of railway 
in full operation in the province; now 
we have 1,000 miles. If the varying 
mileage from year to year over a period 
Of fifteen years is reduced to a mileage 
average of 1,000 miles a year, we find 
that British Columbia may, for the pur- 
poses of a general calculation, be taken 
t<> have had 1,000 miles In operation for 
10 years. The average is not as high 
as this, but that only makes the case 
slated hereafter the stronger: 

It will be admitted, we think, that 
substantially the whole increase in tho 
white population of British Columbia 
during the last fifteen years has been tho 
result of railway construction, by which 
we only mean thai without the open- 
ing of the country by railways the gain 
in the number of inhabitants would have 
been small. This gain may be stated at 
150,000 for the fifteen years, or nu 
average of 10,000 a year. A gain of 
10,000 a year for lo years is the same 
as a gain of 15,000 a year for 10 years. 
Therefore the operation of 1,000 miles of 
new railway in this province for 1(1 
years lias brought about an increase of 
150,000 in the population. The new 
mileage proposed is, as we have said, 
2,000 miles. Now it is only u problem 
in common proportion to demoustrat 
that if 1,000 miles of railway operated 
for 10 years will lead to an increase in 
tho population of 150,000 people, 2,500 
miles operated for 10 years will lead to 
an increase of 375, 000. If to this we 
add the increase in the parts of the pro- 
vince already provided with, railway 
facilities, and the influx of population 
during five years of construction, we 
find a prima facie basis for the estimate 
made in these columns a day or two 
ago that the construction of the pro- 
posed mileage within five years would 
add 500,000 to the population of the 
province within 15 years from the pre- 
sent. 

But some may say that while the 
arithmetical part of the above is all right 
and the application of it is ingenious, 
it is assuming too much to attribute 
the past increase so entirely to railway 
construction. Wo hardly think so. Tiet 
any one begin at Vancouver and follow

up the Canadian Pacific and the other 
railways in Southern British Columbia, 
and think out how much growth there 
would have been there if there had been 
no railways, and then let him explain 
why it has been that in other parts of 
the province, where there arc no rail- 
ways but the greatest natural advan- 
tages, the population is as sparse almost 
as it was when Vancouver discovered the 
island that hears his name. Let him go 
up to Duncans and ask himself how 
much of that admirable settlement would 
be in existence if it were not for the 
ISsquimalt ec Nanaimo railway. Let him 
ask himself if the town of Cumberland 
would have been built if it were not 
for the sixteen miles of railway which 
carry the produce of the Union coal 
miles to a market. So obvious is it 
after examination that railway con- 
struction has been the fundamental 
cause of our gain in population, that we 
shall not argue the case any further, 
but ask those who doubt to investigate 
the matter for themselves. 

Our proposition is that if this province 
were properly opened by railways, the 
year 1010 would see at least 700,000 
people living within its borders. Indeed 
it is probable that this estimate is much 
too low, for it does not take into ac- 
count the inevitably rapid expansion of 
Oriental trade, the effect of which upon 
the Pacific Northwest is beyond esti- 
mate. No data are available upon which 
even rough approximations can be based. 

Supposing that the above conclusion is 
approximately correct, it is evident that 
if the Federal ami Provincial govern- 
ments could agree upon a plan of co- 
opration in railway construction, they 
would be justified in basing their calcu- 
lations iiiion a very different revenue to 
that winch they respectively have today. 
The Dominion could reckon upon an- 
nual receipts from this province at the 
date mentioned of upwards of JslO.OOO,- 
000 a year. The province could esti- 
mate upon a revenue of $7, (XX), 000 a 
year. This would imply an average 
gain in revenue to the Dominion of 
$-100,000 a year for 15 years and to 
the province an average gain of $330,000 
a year for the same period. Those are 
approximately the annual "leaps and 
bounds" which tho two revenues would 
make if such a railway policy as has 
been proposed above in a general way 
could he entered upon and be carried 
out within the next live years. .Most 
assuredly a policy that would lead to 
such results would pay. 

We again remind readers thai the 
above estimates are not presented as 
accurate demonstrations, and that the 
reason for adopting- the above form for 
putting them forward is to assist readers 
in reaching their own conclusions upon 
the great question of railway construc- 
tion. Our object is to show that there 
is some basis for the persistent agnation 
for railway building. The people have 
not taken the trouble to go into details, 
and have formed their conclusions from 
the general condition of the province. 
They have been told that their persis- 
tence is unreasoning. Wa think we 
have demonstrated above that it is not. 

TIIK ISLANDER INQUIRY. 

The finding of the Commissioners in 
the matter of the steamship Islander 
may be summarized as follows: 

Tho steamship was in a thoroughly 
seaworthy condition when she set out 
on her fatal voyage ami was properly 
manned with efficient officers and men: 
that the pilot in charge inexcusably kept 
the ship at full speed after having seen 
floating ice; that after the collision with 
the ice there was "an unpardonable lack 
of appreciation of the danger," and that 
while the appliances on board were suf- 
ficient to accommodate every person, 
there was "a want of proper manage- 
ment ami discipline." 

We have no wish to add one word to 
this indictment of the men responsible 
for so many lives and through whose 
failure to show themselves equal to the 
grave emergency which arose so many 
people went to their death. It must 
have been with great regret thai the 
Commissioners appended their names to 
such findings. 

Tlie finding absolves the owning com- 
pany of any direct responsibility for 
what occurred. The ship was in propel 
condition and properly equipped. Some 
question has been raised as to the use 
of tule life-preservers. Wo have a let- 
ter on the subject, but think it better 
not to print it, although we have reached 
tlie conclusion not to do so only with 
some hesitation. Our reason for refus- 
ing is that we understand legal pro- 
ceedings are pending against the! com- 
pany in which this matter is likely to 
arise. It is to lie presumed that tlie 
Commissioners fully considered this 
point for they say that the steamship's 
equipment was complete in every par- 
ticular according to the regulations of 
the law. 'I'he Commissioners also touml 
that the Master had received no special 
instructions. This answers tlie sugges- 
tion that tho high speed maintained was 
in pursuance of express directions to 
make time. 

The Commissioners are to he congratu- 
lated upon the painstaking and thorough 
manner in which they discharged m 
onerous and particularly unpleasant task. 
The paragraph in their report in which 
they condemn the practice in vogue of 
leaving the bridge of steamships at 
night in charge of one ofliccr is perhaps 
the most valuable part of it. What has 
happened cannot be helped, but the 
lessons of the accident ought to ho 
driven home with nil possible force. The 
matter just referred to is one of tho 
principal of these, and tho opinion of 
the Commissioners on the point "will 
doubtless be acted upon. It must be 
enforced as far as Canadian vessels are 
concerned, even if a special regulation 
must be made to meet tho case.

In Cabinet 



Either Senator Templeman or 
Ralph Smith Will Get 
Position. 



But the Senator Must First 
Get a Seat in the House 
of Commons. 



It Is not to hi? supposed that the en- 
tire attention of the politicians .is being 
devoted to provineinl polities simply be- 
cause nothing is being published iu re- 
gard to Federal affairs us they eiteet 
this part 'of the Dominion. Dame ru- 
mor lias been very busy with the affairs 
of the Illiberal party in this province, and 
there is a good deal of '"work" being 
done for the various aspirants for the 
cabinet position which has been prnc- 
tieallv promised to British Columbia. 
The province is to have a representative 
in the cabinet, at least Premier Launer 
promised the party leaders that it was 
the intention to jiiv'd British Columbia 
representation. They will not just say 
that the Premier further said that either 
Senator Templeman or Ralph Smith 
would be the man, but they say know- 
ingly that the choice lies between the 
two. When his attention was drawn 
to the despatch stating {Tint Mr. Max- 
well was at Ottawa looking for the posi- 
tion, a leading Liberal said yesterday 
that be did not have the slightest chancp 
for the vacancy. The Premier it is said 
personally favors the Senator, as the 
taking in of Ralph Smith would mean 
.an alliance of the Liberal and Labor 
parties. But there are influences in the 
East favoring Smith. Again the Sena- 
tor cannot have both the senatorsliip and 
the cabinet position, or at least the gov- 
ernment would prefer a man in the Com- 
mons for the portfolio of Marine and 
Fisheries, vacated by Sir Louis Dnvios. 
;So the Senator is looking for a Beat, 
and nothing will be done for a couple 
of months yet. The trial of the protest 
against the sitting members, Messrs. 
Prior and Earle, must come on early in 
December, and the Liberals say thai 
their petition will be successful. If it is 
Senator Templeman will resign from the 
Senate and run for the commons, Mr. 
■George ltiley taking his place in the 
upper chamber. As a help to get him 
elected the Senator would have the port- 
folio of Marine and Fisheries. Of course 
it is recognized that this little arrange- 
ment might go 'wrong* through the fail- 
ure of the petition, and what would be 
done then is not quite clear. Perhaps 
Itialph Smith would be raken in or the 
Senator might be given a less important 
portfolio and one of the present minis- 
ters made Minister of Marino and Fish- 
eries. However, it is to be either Sena- 
tor Templeman or Ralph Smith, with the 
latter having clear sailing and the Sena- 
tor depending on contingencies. But 
Mr. Sifton is expected soon, and he may 
be able to enlighten the public as to the 
intentions of the government.

Board of Horticulture's Reply to 
New Westminster's Charges 
of Partiality. 



The following resolution was adopted 
by the Board of Horticulture at its 
meeting held October 21, 100] : 

Whereas, at the annual meeting' of 
tlie directors of the Uoyal Agricultural 
and Industrial Society in .New West- 
minster on Friday, October -I. 11101, cer- 
tain statements well' made by the ulii- 
cers of said society roth eting on the con- 
duct of members of this board, ia rela- 
tion to the exhibition which was then in 
progress at New Westminster, and 

Whereas, the members of this board 
whost conduct was adversely criticized 
were not present, anil had not an op- 
portunity to defend themselves and ex- 
plain the relations of this board to the 
several exhibitions which had been held 
during September and October through- 
out the province, ami 

Whereat*, such adverse criticism has 
been published broadcast throughout tin- 
press, and if permitted to pass uncon- 
tradicted is likely to prejudice the use- 
fulness and influence of the board in 
promoting anil protecting the important 
industry committed to itn care; be it 
therefore 

Resolved, that a plain statement of the 
ease should be placed before the directors 
ni' the Royal Agricultural Society and 
others interested, with a view to the re- 
moval of all misunderstanding that 
might in any way impair the useful- 
ness of the Agricultural Society or the 
Hoard of Horticulture. 

Early in the spring the board had been 
informed that an exhibition would lie 
held in Victoria, and (hat the members 
of the board were expected to co-oper- 
ate with the ofllcens of the several ag- 
ricultural societies in making fruit ex- 
hibits a lending feature of the shows. It 
was thought best that the three active 
members of the board, viz.. Mr. Palmer 
of Vietori i. Mr. iCniminghnni of Vancou- 
ver, and Mi-. Karl of Lytton. should 
each ill his own horticultural distriet at- 
tend the lending exhibitions mid render 
all possible assistance. It -was subse- 
quently arranged between Messrs. Palm- 
er and Cunningham that both should be 
present to assist at New Westminster 
first as the date of the Victoria show 
was fixed so ns ,,,,( to conflict with that 
of New Westminster, and that as soon 
as tbe New Westminster function wns 
concluded, both these gentlemen should 
P'oc 1 to Victoria to render a like ser- 
ve-" there.

He- 
sides all this. Mr. Anderson made n 
splendid exhibit of botanical specimens 
and other articles of interest to agricul- 
turalists, and gave his undivided atten- 
tion not only at that particular exhibi- 
tion, but at t'ne subsequent shows: be '( 
known, that all this service was render- 
ed without expense to flic society. 

Til view of this recital of facts, of 
which the public generally may not be 
aware, this board is clearlv of the opin- 
'on that a grave injustice has been done 
Hie members of the board by the ungen- 
erous criticism complained nf, and that 
a public retraction of the charges is due 
to I'll concerned. 

This- board would respectfully suggest 
thnt the charge nf hostility towards the 
Westminster exhibition on the part of 
ITis TTonor the Tjieutonnnt-Oovernor is 
disproved toy the facts that ITis Honor 
has been n willing contributor to the 
funds nf the Itoynl Agricultural Soofptv.

friend to agriculture and horticulture 
throughout the Dominion, without re- 
ference to localitv. The nosition of His 
Honor deprives him of the privilege of 
making such explanations as would sat- 
isfy the public at large and the direct- 
ors of the Royal Agricultural 'Society in 
particular, thnt in no sense cmn he be 
charged with sectionalism or unfriendly 
feeling towards the objects of the so- 
ciety's exhibitions.

•T'crlduuu Bey, one nf tlie two Turkish 
pies just expelled from l'arls, has eom» 
to Loudon, where Sinaplan FITendl, the 
oilier, Is, I don't, know. 1 should not be 
surprised if he were In Loudon, loo." 

Tlie speaker was All Nourl Hey. ex-con- 
sul-general fur Turkey at Rotterdam, but 
more especially a prominent member of 
the Turkish Legitimist party. 

He holies one day in help to dethrone 
Abdul Humid and to place Murnd back on 
the throne. 

All .Nourl Bey bus been several limes Im- 
prisoned in Turkey for seeking to act up 
to 1ns political convictions. He has now 
been sentenced to 101 years' Imprisonment, 
so, unless there Is a change nf rule, he can- 
not go back to Turkey safely until 2002. 

He chatted witli an Express representa- 
tive recently and told strange stories of 
the expelled Paris spies and of the Turk- 
ish spy system generally. In Turkey fuels 
ore siranger than comic opera. 

"Sinaplan Effendl, who Is an Armenian, 
was a chief nf the spies In Paris. Official- 
ly he holds a position under the Turkish 
ministry of public works, and has the same 
rank as an ambassador. Feridoun Bev was 
also u chief of spies, although officially 
known as the surveyor of students. lie 
and Slnuplan Effendl spent most of their 
time In watching each other. 

"Why Feridoun Bey has conic to London 
nnd whether he will stay, I don't know. 
I'osslby lie may be organizing a system of 
spies to watch tlie members of tlie Legiti- 
mist party here. It Is Immaterial to us. 

"The Sultan has spies In every capital In 
Europe, and spies traveling about all over 
Europe. He wastes more on his secret ser- 
vice every year than he spends on the 
whole of the legitimate Turkish budget. 
The spies always get their salaries who- 
ever else goes unpaid. 

"The spies spy on the Legitimists and 
'Young Turks.' but chiefly on each other. 
Every Turkish spy Is watched by several 
other Turkish spies. 

"They ure all humbugs. Whenever there 
Is any plotting going on against Abdul 
Ilatnld they never And It out. There lire 
many foreigners among them, chiefly Pol- 
ish Jews nnd Armenians. The Armenian 
In Turkey has to be either a revolutionist 
or a spy. 

"One of these foreign spies Is the spy of 
the century. He Is a Polish Jew who' be- 
cume a Christ Ian, took his degree at Cam- 
bridge, wns ordained a clergyman of the 
Church of England, went to Bagdad as a 
missionary, then took to business, nnd went 
bankrupt. Now he is a Turkish spy IT., 
drew his pay while In England through a 
Brighton solicitor. He Is at present In 
Brussels. 

"Another of the .Sultan's spies Is nn Eng- 
Ilshman, the younger son of a noble family. 
His salary Is £S0 (Turkish) n month. 

"When Mahmoud Dnnind Pasha enmo to 
London recently and stopped for a couple 
of months at the Cecil, a noted Turkish spy 
was sent to watch him— one Djellnl Aarif 
Bey. the son of the governor of Constunti- 
nojile. ; 

"Feridoun has he in minister at Athens, 
Belgrade, Buelnirlst and Madrid. He gets 
£L'(X) a month as n spy."

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. Kith to 22nd 
October. 1U01. 

The week commenced on the Kith with :i 
rising barometer and an area of high pres- 
sure, which covered this entire western 
portion of the continent. Fair weather was 
general and temperatures moderately warm 
at or near the coast, but cooler Inland, and 
with frosts In the Northwest. On the 17th 
conditions hail changed. An ocean low area 
bad moved In over the upper part of the 
province and the Territories, the tempera- 
ture falling In the hitter to L! degrees of 
frost at Winnipeg. Light ruin fell In West- 
ern Washington. On the 18th the pressure 
again Increased over the Pacific States 
and .Southern British Columbia, a low area 
at the Willie time lying off the coast and 
causing cloudy weather along the Straits. 
Unsettled conditions then followed, the 
distribution of the pressure became more 
irregular, a marked depression prevailed 
over Cariboo, the Thompson valley and 
Alberta, the barometer being moderately 
high on the const. On the l'Jth the pres- 
sure decreased over the province, rain and 
fog occurring along the Straits, weather 
conditions becoming threatening, causing 
on the 114 rtli heavy rainfall from the Col- 
umbia river northward over the Straits 
and Puget Sound distriet. The barometer 
then rose again for a brief Interval over 
the Pacific suites, but quickly gave way 
before the Influence of an advancing low 
area from tlie ocean, which during the re- 
mainder of the week, has hovered off the 
American coast and over the northern part 
of the province. These conditions caused 
a marked Increase of temperature, and on 
Monday and Tuesday a hot wave seemed 
to pass oyer the Pacific slope and the Can- 
adian Northwest. In this district too, 
heavy fogs have occurred. 

At Victoria there were 24 hours and six 
minutes of bright sunshine registered; the 
maximum temperature was GD.O on tin* 
'JUml: the minimum 44.2 on the 10th, and 
the rainfall ."J" Inch. 

At New Westminster the highest temper- 
ature was 7:2.0 on the 22nd. the lowest. 40, 
on tlie Kith nud rainfall, .no Inch. 

At K.'imloopK, highest. 7'J on tho 10th, 
20th. lowest, :t|. on the Kith ; no rnln. 

At Bnrkerville. highest temperature no 
on the 21st. 22nd: lowest, 30, on the Kith. 
17th and only II trace of rain.

The enquiry into the loss of the C. P. 
N. steamer Islander ou the morning of 
August lo, lias been closed after con- 
siderable evidence lias been heard from 
the surviving ollleers, crew, and pas- 
sengers of the steamer, and yesterday 
morning Commissioner Candid, and As- 
sessors Capt. Cox and J. A. Thomson, 
read their finding. They found that 
the iminent danger to the sinking 
vessel was not realized by those in 
charge, a fact, noted by many of the 
surviving members of the ship's com- 
pany, who, on several occasions tohl 
of Capt. Foote's faith that the bulkhoaus 
with which the steamer was fitted would 
keep her above water. It was not until 
the vessel was fast dipping down into 
the icy waters by the head that ho real- 
ised that she had met her doom. lie- 
cause of this failure to realise the fact 
when such scant time remained of her 
life above the waters, the commission- 
ers found that there was 11 luck of 
prompt and resolute means of arousing 
the crew and passengers wdio were 
asleep in the cabins, and in placing olli- 
cers and crew in charge of the boats to 
see that each boat was laden to its 
capacity with the shipwrecked people. 
The boats were sufficient and capable 
of accommodating all those 011 board, 
but owing to the reasons given above 
the proper number were not apportioned 
to them, and there being a rush to the 
boats, at the last minute, as lias been 
told in the stories of survivors, several 
were prevented from taking advantage 
of the opportunities of escape. 

The heroism of those officers who re- 
mained with the ship until she sank 
beneath their feet was praised, and the 
stories of thrilling heroism of some of 
these ollicers and crew of the Islander 
redound well to the credit of the men 
of the merchant marine. As lias been 
told in the Colonist, the captain, pilot, 
mate, second officer, engineers, stewards 
and others, deck hands and firemen in- 
cluded, remained with the sinking ves- 
sel until lifter the boats had left the 
steamer's side and had to take their 
chances for life on wreckage and the 
'ife rafts which some of them were for- 
tunate enough to reach after jumping 
from the steamer just before she plung- 
ed head foremost into the -10 or 50 
fathoms of water in which she is now 
buried. Some escaped, while others 
went down to death in the waters, or 
died of the awful privation. The story 
lias also been told of the heroism of 
several of the steward's department, not- 
ably Second Steward Fowler, who went 
down with the vessel while endeavoring 
to rouse passengers, and the story fins 
also been told of the engineer's depart- 
ment, who remained wifh their engines, 
while the forward part of the ship was 
fast rilling, and when the water, which 
had flooded Hie main deck forward was 
beginning to Hood over the door into the 
engine room below. There, with their 
engines the engineers remained until 
Chief Engineer Brownlee called to them 
from the iron grating above to save 
themselves for the ship was sinking. 
Xo( till then did the engineers stop the 
two engines, and, with those others who 
stood watching the then silent telegraph 
in the engine room, escape up the stair- 
ways of metal to the steeply inclined 
deck, now iinlighted, for the dynamo 
was henonth th° water. Fomo went 
down in the chilling witters hanging to 
the steamer's side. Others jumped and 
found wreckage to which they clung 
until rescue or death found them. One. 
tlic third engineer, was never seen after 
jumping from the steamer's side. All 
these incidents of commendable brav- 
ery have been told in the evidence, in- 
cidents of men whose thoughts were 01' 
their duty, while death came nearer and 
nearer, thinking not of escape, hut of 
their duty, as in the case of Fireman 
Ashton, who when he found the water 
making its way through the open bunker 
door in the bulkhead between the bunker 
and the lireroom, had a companion 
shovel back the coal while he turned 
'lie crank on the deck above which fast- 
ened the watertight tloor. 1ml it was of 
110 avail, for the water soon began to 
flood in from the deck above, and, like 
the others, there was nothing for it but 
to take the opportunity of those last 
few minutes of the steamer's life above 
water to jump into the sea in lie hope 
of reaching the shore. All these inci- 
dents come under the scope of that 
terse phrase in section five of the find- 
ing as appended below, and it may lie 
that there are other equally noteworthy 
incidents of courageous conduct still un- 
told. 

li is of these men that the commis- 
sioner ami his assessors speak when 
they say "due praise must be awarded 
to those of the officers anil crew who 
remained by the ship until she sank un- 
der their feet, and for assisting so many 
of the passengers to reach the boats anil 
other available means of preservation as 
presented themselves." At the same 
time the fact is noted "that there was 
an unpardonable hick or appreciation of 
the existing danger of their fellow pas- 
sengers, shown by those in the boats re- 
garding the rescue of others wdio for 
want of opportunity had not been ablo 
to avail themselves of a chance of board 
ing the boats before they left the ship's 
side." Many witnesses noted these things 
during their accounts of the occurrences 
after the foundering of the steamer. 
Many were the instances where those in 
the boats declined to wait about the 
scene of the disaster to pick mi those 
unfortunates in the water because of 
their hurry to reach the shore. In charge 
of the majority, if not all those boats, 
according to the evidence, were passen- 
gers, although there was some talk of 
a boat with but seven— all of the crew— 
in it reaching the shore.

Alt the 
available witnesses — passengers, officers, 
crew, and experts — were examined by 
the commissioners, and by Mr. Bodwell 
and CMr. E. P. Davis, representing the 
C. 1'. N. company, was given the op- 
portunity of cross-examining the wit- 
nesses. After hearing all the evidence 
adduced in this matter, the commission- 
er and assessors presented their finding, 
which censures Cant. iLeBlane, the pilot, 
for running the steamer at full speed 
iu waters where he had seen Homing 
ice teu minutes prior to the accident. 
The custom of placing the steamers run- 
ning iu coastal waters in charge of but 
011c oillcer at night was also condemned 
and after hearing nil the evidence re- 
garding the alleged intemperance, the 
commissioners found that there was no 
proof that the steamer was lost because 
of the intemperance of her commander 
or officers. The finding in full follows 
After carefully considering the evidence 
given at the investigation ordered 
to enquire into the cause of tit 
wreck of the steamship Islander, in 
Stephen's passage, near Douglas 
island, Alaska, we find: 
1st — That the Islander was a steam- 
ship of 1,405 tons gross register ton- 
nage, built of steel, at ioker, Scotland, 
in JSSS; that the vessel was fully offi- 
cered and manned with a crew consisting 
of (Jo persons; was in a thoroughly sea- 
worthy condition previous to the acci- 
dent; that her equipment was complete 
in every particular, according to the 
regulations of the "Canadian Steamboat 
Inspection act"'; that her ollicers were 
qualified to till their several ratings; 
that the cicw in the different depart- 
ments was sufficient in number to ensure 
tlio sale navigation of tile ship, and 
the safety of those 011 board. 

2nd — From the evidence of the crew 
and experts it appears that the ship was 
navigated in the manner and custom 
generally adopted in the trade in which 
she was engaged, the navigation ueing 
left alternately with the captain and 
the pilot. That the master had no spec- 
ial instructions relating to the naviga- 
tion Of the vessel from the owners, and 
that the distribution, management and 
discipline of the crew was entirely left 
to him. 

3rd— That the Islander left Skngwny, 
Alaska, on the I -1th August last at about 
7:.'!<l p. in., and was totally wrecked at 
about 2 h. lo in. a. 111., loth August, 
1901, by contact with some unknown 
substance (presumably ice-drift very 
much submerged}, sinking in deep water 
iu less than lit) minutes after the collis- 
ion, and resulting in the loss of the 
lives of the master, 1(1 of the crew, and 
'X.\ passengers (of whom two were child- 
ren}. 

4th— Il does not appear from the evi- 
dence adduced that tile master realized 
the imminent danger in which the acci- 
dent placed' the ship, hence the lack of 
prompt and resolute means in arousing 
the crew and passengers who were 
asleep in the cabins, in placing an officer 
and crew to each boat, and enforcing 
tlie proper quota of passengers to each 
boat. The evidence clearly shows that 
the capacity of the boats was sufficient 
to accommodate every person on board, 
but owing to the want of proper man- 
agement and discipline, there was a 
rush to the boats at the last moment, 
which was beyond the control of the 
few officers and members of the crew 
engaged in putting the boats into the 
water, thereby preventing the rescue of 
several valuable lives. 

5th— Whilst due praise must be award- 
ed to those of the officers and crew who 
remained by the ship until she sunk 
under their feet, and for assisting so 
many of the passengers to reach the 
boats and other available means of pre- 
servation as presented themselves, we 
cannot ignore the fact that there was an 
unpardonable lack of appreciation of the 
existing danger to their fellow passen- 
gers shown by those in Ehe boats regard- 
ing the rescue of others wdio for want 
of an opportunity had not been able to 
avail themselves of a chance of board- 
ing the boats before they left the ship's 
side. 

Uth— (Whilst admitting Cunt the vessel 
was generally navigated in a careful 
manner, we find that no special instruc- 
tions had been issued by the master to 
the pilot, or person in charge of the deck, 
wdien he loft, the bridge, relating to the 
navigation or speed of the vessel in the 
event of falling in with floating ice — 
which was not unexpected in the locality 
through which the ship was passing. 
Wo think that Filot LeBlanc is open to 
censure for his action in keeping the 
ship full speed— nt the rate of nearly 
14 knots an hour— after having seen 
floating ice some 10 minutes before the 
accident, 

iWe would also condemn the custom 
apparently in vogue in coast waters iu 
leaving the bridge of auy steamer ot 
night, and more especially a passenger 
steamer, in charge of only one officer. 

We also find that there is no proof in 
the evidence before us that the loss of 
the Islander was due to the intemper- 
ance of the muster or officers.
